THE PRUSSIAN MAKCH. 


A Graphic Account of its Move- 
meut on Paris. 


Correspondence New York Herald } 


On the road which leads through Hage- 
nau end Brumath down to Strasbourg, we, 
who were going in an opposite direction, 
met with Prassian landwebr regiments, 
two fine squadrons of uhlans, sutler wa- 
gons, baggage trains, and country wagons 
poles and brushwood already ar- 
pose ry the engineers for ng he. own 
at the bastions and works of the besiegera— 
heavy guns and ammunition being for- 
warded by rail. Asa good specimen of 
how the Germans are doing their war 
basiness—and particularly as showing how 
4 Prussian regiment looks onthe march—1 
shall endeavor to deecribe this force, in all 
some six or seven thousand troops, as 1 
saw them. First came the two squadrons 
of the dreaded and very omnipresent Uh- 
lans—of the same kind as those who scat- 
ter about in front of the Crown Prince's 
army. and carry such a panic bome to the 
French villagers. The road is smooth, 
broad and in splendid order—a match for 
the splendid force marching over it. The 
two equadrons move one after the otber, 
leaving a e for vehicles. in the mid- 
die of their ranks, at an interval of about 
300 yards—each squadron forms a column 
of 200 yards in length. We catch a glimpse 
of them from afar—and at the moment 
they are at a walk, having just come out of 
a bend in the road. “Prepare for action !“ 
The first 222 secing the road clear 
and straight before it for a considerable 
distance, begins to shake itself, as it were. 
Now it comes on at a trot, and the horses’ 
hoofs are heard very plainly, if not exact 
quadrupedante style; so we go on one side 
of the road as best we can to see the King’s 
horses paw. The sight {a really a finewne - 
what cavalry! And what a prestige they 
bear along with them, too. 

The commanding officer rides a step or 
two ahead, and the sonorous shout is given 
to us as he comes on: “Stay in the mid- 
dle!” So we betake ourselves to the mid- 
die of the road right away and the trotters 
go by us on either side, The little rag pen- 
nant fluttering In the wind as they are 
borne overhead on the pikes of the caval- 
rymen, the sabres cliquet, the flat, broad 
tops of the men’s caps bobbing up and 
down, the dark, short coats (white-sashed 
on the shoulder) and pants stuffed in long 
boots and belted with pistol carbines make 
up a stern, effective, warlike appearance, 
such as I have never previously secn any 
cavalry exhibit. 

They move on like a flash and are svon 
ast. 
We then knew how to receive the second 
squadron ; and it passes us in similar order 
and appearance. Each commanding offi- 
cer at the head of the columns takes off his 
kepi and gives us the most formal and 
courteous bow, which is speedily returned 
and with as much military exactness as 
sible, for we know the stress that a 
russian lays on discipline and etiquette 
as illustrated in the due handling of the 
cap or helmet—in taking off and putting 
on the same. Did every any people bow 
so much and so formaliy as these Germans 
—civil and military? One man comes into 
a room where thereare others; whether he 
knows them or not, he bows around them 
and to them till the sight almost becomes 
comical, and certainly would be considered 
preposterous with us. The same operation 
ia proceeded with in the streets and in 
camp; surely the menuet and minute fel- 
lows of the Louis XIV. Court never outdid 
the bowing which is still prevalent in the 
Fatherland at this modern epoch. It ma 
be a courteous, good-natured custom, but it 
certainly causes a great loss of time and is 
something of a bother. 

Aiter the Uhlans comes a regiment of 
Prussia’s now famous infantrymen. Col- 
onel in front bows to us, of course. The 
men in their round leathern helmets, bear- 
ing in front a huge brass eagle, bave an in- 
tense military aspect. Their tanique is of 
sober dark cloth, relieved by a row of brass 
buttons in front, and pants of the same 
cloth, which are tacked into boot leggings 
or rolled over the ankle; the short bayonet 
scabbard, with a haversack, hang from a 
belt around the waist, and the needle gun 
is borne on the shoulder; the knapsack. 
quite heavily packed, is strapped on the 
back and e with the overcoat made 
into a roll to pass over the shoulder and 
around the body. (No tent flies do 
they bear; they sleep on the ground.) As 
they march along thus weighted down 
loose order prevails—that is to say, the 
ranks do not think of keeping step. Look 
at their faces, which bear such a serious 
aspect. Why such G fixed and silent coun- 
tenance? It is because they are not only 
intelligent, but cultivated persons. You 
look in vain for any frivouity in their look

By immemorial usage 
of the Israclites the day is considered to 
begin at six o'clock v. u. of the 25th. At 
his hour the faithful descendants of Abra- 
hem, wheresoever dispersed, assemble to 
offer up prayers of thanksgiving and re- 
Sieing. 

On to-morrow at 9 O clock a. Mu. they will 
esemble for prayer and praise, and the 
reading of the Toran, (the Book of the 
Laws.) During the services on to-morrow 
the Swornen will be frequently blown. 
nis ancient custom of blowing the Shopher 
oa the New Years day is in commemora- 
tion, of the creation of Abraham’s sacrifice 
of the ram instead of his son Isaac when 
tne faith of the old Patriarch was so severe- 
tv tried on Mt. Mariah and of the promul- 
gation of the Torah from the top of Mt.

For ages it has been customary to cele- 
brate two successive days as New Year’s 
day, owing to the fact that it was some- 
times difficult for the Rabbis to calculate 
beyond a doubt the precise day of the 
change of the moon. This year, both the 
th and 27th of September, by the strictly 
orthodox Jews, will therefore be observed 
as New Year's day. All unite, whether 
orthodox or reformers, in celebrating the 
Ach as a holiday, and abstain from worldly 
pursuits from 6 Pp. Mu. of the 25th to 6 P. u. 
of the 26th—closing their stores or other 
wlaces of business, and devoutly attending 
upon the services of the synagogue. 

During the ten days, from the 26th of 
september to the 5th of October, inclusive, 
religious services will be held each day. 
In the latter day (the 5th of October) oc- 
ure the day of Atonement, when, accord- 
‘ng to the Israelitelsh faith God judges all 
mankind individually and collectively, and 
ixes thelr destiny during the ensuing 
rear. During these ten days it is belicved 
hat the Almighty examines the hearts of 
all, and makes up his judgment on the day 
„ Atonement. Hence it is a season of 
treat solemnity in the estimation of the 
faithful Israelite. 

Being a season in which God sits in 
judgment upon all men and things, as well 
as commemoration of historical events 
above enumerated, the blowing of the 
Shopher is regarded as symbolical of the 
effort to be made during the ten following 
days, by the repentance, prayers and fasts 
of the worshippers, to put to confusion 
Satan the Tempter, who is presumed to be 
ever hovering around to doall the mischief 
he ean. 

On the day of the atonement, the true 
Israelite passes the whole of twenty-four 
hours, from sunset to sunset, in prayer,

Women of the Bible. 
By Sybil. 
VII—XAOMI AND RUTH. 


The touching story of Rath’s fidelity to 
her mother-in-law, Naomi, is a theme 
which poets and essayists have delighted 
to dwell upon, and over which they have 
lingered and dilated for centuries, until it 
has become a household topic every where. 
There are very few in any enlightened 
land, however ignorant, but can under- 
stand and appreciate an allusion by way of 
inustratlon to this beautiful specimen of 
womanly attachment. 

“Where thou goest. I will go,” etc., has 
become a stereotyped phrase with novel- 
ists and pathetic story- Writers, by way of 
expressing unbounded and confiding love, 
and it is almost a pity that such is the case, 
for the sublimity of the sentiment is often 
lost under a sense of the ridiculous when 
wrought into some — romance to 
show forth the grand passion. But, apart 
from this it is certainly one of the most 
ſoreible and expressive passages that has 
ever been penned. It is like the Lord's 

wrayer. One has to study and dwell upon 
tt to find out all the pathos and depth of 
sincerity eontained in so few words, 

Naomi must have been a very lovely 
character to have so completely won the 
hearts of her two daughters-in-law, for it 
appears that Orpah loved her very much 
and sorely regretted the separation al- 
though she had not the fortitude and un- 
selfish devotion of Ruth to prompt her to 
forsake country and kindred and follow 
her mother-in-law into a strange land.
